He noted 
that both the East German Justice 
Muuister ang Attorney General had 
written to him stressing the differ- 
ence between the two Germanies, 
and pointing out that whereas in 
West Germany criminals brought to 
trial mostly got away with light 
sentences, or were let off completely, 
in East Germany the death penalty 
was applicable for Nazi crimes.

PASADENA, California. — The 
soll-sampler arm on the Viking 
lander on Mars bas broken down 
for a second time, scientista re- 


ported yesterday. 

A Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
spokesman said the three-metre- 
Jong scoop-arm jammed again on

The organtc-compound analysis is 
urgently needed to help solve the 
puzzle of biological readings of the 
soil, sent back last Saturday, which 
suggested forms of life might exist 
there. 


But scientists in any case are 
now beginning to believe the planet 
is dead after all. 

‘Their hopes were high last Sat- 
urday, when the initial oxygen and 
carbon-dioxide readings indicated 
there could be microscopic forms 
‘of life. Chief scientist Harold Klein 
however said yesterday that the 

was now moving towards a 
belief that the readings were caus- 
ed by the Martian soil’'s unusual 
chemistry. 

Dr. Klein said biologists had not 
ruled out finding living organisms 
in the soil, But he noted that the 
emission of radioactive carbon dio- 
wide in one test had leveled off 
after 40 hours. ἐ 

The emission of radioactive gas 
ean continue for as long as 168 
hours in biologically-active Earth 
samples. 

But the puzzling soil activity in 
the test is now thought to have 
been the result of a chemical pro- 


[Tr 


cess in which oxygen in Mars’ rusty 
surface is. released by sunlight and 
decomposes a liquid food fed to 
the soil sample, scientists said. 

There had been speculation that 
some form of Martian life had 
broken down the nutrient and 
given off gases in the so-called 
labeled-release experiment. Klein 
said that latest results from the 
minilaboratory on Mars show that 
“whatever has been going on has 
stopped going on.” . 

Dr. Fred Brown, a biologist for 
TRW Systems, which manufactured 
the laboratory, said the labeiled-re- 
lease data “have almost zero chance 
of being a message about life.” 
Most of the scientists on the offi- 
cial Viking biology team, with which 
Brown works but is not a member, 
feel that way, too, he said. 

The organic test had failed last 
week when Viking’s automated 
laboratory did not get its quota 
of soil scooped up by a telescopic 
drm. (The arm was later freed). 
The test is to show the presence 
of organic compounds, particularly 
of carbon — which would be a 
pointer to possible life existing or 
having existed on the planet. 

All forms of life on Barth are 
based on carbon compounds. 

Meanwhile, Viking 2, scheduled 
to enter orbit early Saturday morn- 
ing, was less than 800,000 km. from 
Mars yesterday. It is to put down 
its lander on September 4 — in a 
northern latitude where acientists 
say there is more moisture and a 
greater possibility of finding life. 

The Viking 1 lander landed in 
the Martien northern hemisphere 


two weeks ago. It may be two to 


three months before all evidence is 


in on whether there is life on the 


planet.

Ashkelon's mayor. Aharon Halby, 
and his Director of Tourism and 
Special Events, Haim Aris, I saw- 
why everyone was so pleased with 
the site. The camp has been com- 
pletely transformed in the last few 
weeks. There are three blocks of 
lavatories and showers, and 
numerous facilities for hand- 
washing and @ish-washing. The 
open-air restaurant has been ex- 
panded and improved beyond 
recognition; we were served a 
delictous fish lunch at a very 
moderate price. 

Across the way is a complete shop- 
ping centre put up for the duration 
by the Israel Defence Forces and the 
Municipality. It includes a sauper- 
market, photography store, post af- 
fice, bank, souvenir and stationery 
store, and watermelon stand. Every 
day and night of the rally there are 
folk-dancing and other programmes 
and even speeches and ceremonies 
for those who want them. Kopel 
Tours arranges trips around the 
country for those campers who went 
to travel rather than swim and sun-

The Municipality of Ashkelon was 
granted a long-term, easy-interest 
loan of 1L4.5m,. by the Ministry of 
Tourism, which was spent not only 
on developing the camp site but on 
improving other facilities in 
Ashkelon, At the Antiquities Beach, 
for instance, many new structures — 
including a fish restaurant — have 


. been erected. Even more impreasive 


is a lt-up, eight kilometre walk 
along the cliff, from Barnea to the 
Roman tomb. Hundreds of 
Ashkelonians saunter along it on 
Saturday evenings. 

Mr, Haiby is aiso building an open- 
air amphitheatre for 15,000 people, 
something that veteran 
Ashkelonians have dreamt about for 
20 years.

MOST of the exercises given in this 
column so far have been spot 
reducera. Their function has been 
cosmetic and specific — that is, to 
reduce or firm one area of the body 
exclusively, 

To my surprise, some readers 
have complained that the exercises 
are too “easy.” Or, rather, that they 
may require a good deal of concen- 
tration, but that they don’t as a 
series work up much of a sweat, The 
isometric exrecises, in particular, 
(where one can exercise sitting still 
or even lying down) caused some in- 
dividuals to feel quite indignant. 

Today's column, therefore, is 
devoted entirely to excercises that 
will lenve you limp. Chain smokers 
will probably need to rest im- 
mediately afterwards, as this series 
will leave you breathless. But you 
will definitely have a feeling of ac- 
complishment. You will have work- 
ed off a tremendous number of 
calories, and should feel quite 
deliciously exhausted as a result, at 
least until you get used to the 
routine. 

It is important to start very slowly 
at first and work up gradually over a 
period of weeks. 


START with a count of no more than 
30 per exercise. Don't increase the 
count until after the fifth day, and 


then by no more than a count of 15.

HAIFA. — The founder, director and 
one-man operator of the ‘Jewish 
Identity Centre’ in Philadelphia, 
Mr. Yaacov Riz, told The Post this 
week that he needs Israeli support 
for his “‘up-hill work.”

who “have lost their identity” and 
are in danger of assimiation, addic- 
tion to drugs or “teachings foreign to 
Judaism.” He feels: he done ἃ 
“lot of good work,” which is unfor- 
tunately not appreciated by ‘the 
Jewish establishment. 

“I have begged national Jewish 
leaders to just come and have a look, 
after they make statements in Israe} 
on the dangers of assimilation, but 
they don’t. Perhaps if this appears in 
The Post they'll change their at- 
titude,”” the short, intense Mr. Riz 
said. 

On his present visit to Israel, he 
brought his son David to celebrate 
his Bar Mitzva here, and he is urging 
other Jewish parents to do the same, 
thus identifying with the Jewish 
State, rather than per their money 
on Javish parties: 

In addition to his Centre, Mr. Riz 
runs an ‘‘Operation Truth’’ to 
counter Arab anti-Israel and anti- 
Semitic propaganda “which is the 
same thing.’ He carries out this 
work through a newsletter, quoting 
mainly non-Jewish sources. "1 shall 
earry on as long as 1 am healthy, but 
I need support now," he said.

THE HAMBURG State Opere Ballet 
will arrive in Israel in the second 
half of September for a 10-day 
season. The new programmes, under 
the direction of John Neumeier, will 
include a work set to the music of 
Mahler's Symphony No 3. The 
symphony is a work of gigantic 
ideas, and John Neumeler, who has 
bold and fresh concepts of ballet, is 
said to have matched its size.

Uniike treatment with high- 
frequency sound waves and the like, 
the Dornier system does not require 
that a probe be inserted in the 
patient’s body. The galistone, 
however, has to be located exactly 
prior to treatment: the approved 
method is use of an echo-sounder. 
‘The shock waves are beamed at the 
offending gallstones and penetrate 
the body without harming the sur- 
rounding tissue. τ
